Dartmouth animal shelter," Ms. Hill said. 

Across the grass, Carolyn Thomas and Kathy 
DeMello enthusiastically promoted their non-profit group, 
the Mattapoisett Friends of the Elderly (FoE). 

"We're having fun!" Ms. DeMello beamed as 
she handed out a pamphlet to an interested passerby. 
"We really need to word to get out there. People see the 
word 'elderly' and they get scared off. . . even if you aren't 
elderly, you will be some day. A lot of older people may 
not be able to get around. We can make their lives better." 

The funds raised from the FoE - which included 
an afghan and scrimshaw print raffle at Harbor Days - 
buy necessities for the Mattapoisett Council on Aging 
(CO A). Everything from defibrillators to coffee makers 
are subsidized by the FoE, which also enriches the COA 
program with regular movie screenings. 

Across the village, at the Center School, 
volunteers sat in cafeteria chairs waiting for their number 
to be called so they could give the ultimate gift: life. 

"There is a urgent need for blood donors," said 
Lisa Godlewski, Account Manager for South Shore and 
Cape and Islands Red Cross. "It's a critical need. Schools 
are closed and we can't run as many blood drives because 
of it." 

But thanks to the Lions' Blood Drive on July 16, 
the Red Cross collected 51 pints of blood, which exceeded 
their goal of 49 pints, Ms. Godlewski said. 

Stretchers lined the far end of the Center 
School cafeteria, where people peacefully reclined in air 
conditioning while giving their pint of blood. 

According to volunteer and Mattapoisett Lion 
Bento Martin, the drive is a passion. Mr. Martin was 
essential in coordinating the blood drive, when he 
presented it to the Lions board as a possible addition 
to Harbor Days five years ago. Mr. Martin cannot give 
blood these days due to medical reasons, but he has given 
his fair share. Cheerfully, he greeted donors and offered

snacks to people who had just donated. "Time flies when 
you are having fun!'' he said. 

For three years, Mattapoisett resident Cheryl 
Randall has been helping the drive, and she has brought a 
valuable asset with her: her son Pierce. 

Pierce Randall, 17, was a cheerful "double red cell 
donor". Double red cell donation takes a little longer than 
the regular donation, but could save up to six lives in one 
stop. The donation was not the first one for Mr. Randall, 
who was very humble in his contribution to the blood 
banks. 

"Fm so proud of him!" Ms. Randall said, hugging 

him. 

Acushnet resident Robbin Eusebio, sat with her 
son Danny Boardman, shortly after her first-ever blood 
donation. Her 20-year-old son has been giving blood on a 
regular basis since he turned 17 years old. 

"He invited me to come," said Ms. Eusebio. "I 
was just coming for the ride and when we got here, I said: 
'why not'?" Like Ms. Randall, Ms. Eusebio expressed 
pride in her son, who said he just donated blood for the 
sake of it. 

Despite the successful drive, blood need is always 
ongoing, said Ms. Randall. "Some people prefer to give 
blood locally, but if there is a disaster somewhere, you can 
help [through Red Cross]."

include summer camp for Marion children in grades 1-6 
and organized sports teams. The recreation department 
is also responsible for procuring the Marion lifeguards 
and for giving children swimming lessons. Year-round, 
Mr. Dickerson said that the recreation department has 
over 60 different programs for town residents of all ages 
- children, adults, and seniors. "A lot of our budget is 
through fundraising,'' Mr. Dickerson said. He explained 
that each car that appeared in the inaugural classic car 
show brought in $20 in fees, and that the show featured 
about 50 cars, each of which was at least 25 years old. 

"It brings back a lot of memories for a lot of 
people,'' Mr. Dickerson explained the appeal of car shows. 
''[People say] 'I remember when I used to have that car,' 
et cetera." Mr. Dickerson himself has owned a classic car, 
and has experience in organizing car shows - he thought 
that having one at Silvershell Beach "would be a great 
venture," although it was pure accident that the event 
happened during Harbor Days weekend. Judging by the 
crowd at the car show, though, it is clear that Harbor Days 
had little effect on the show's success. 

For the most part, the cars present at the show 
were from the early 1900s to the 1970s. "[It's a] huge 
variety of cars and trucks," Mr. Dickerson said. The car 
show also featured food vendors and a disc jockey. "It 
gives a great opportunity for people to see cars like this," 
Mr. Dickerson concluded. The car show will definitely 
become an annual event for Marion and Tri-Town 
residents, Mr. Dickerson said emphatically. 

The oldest classic car at the show was actually a 
1924 school bus - notably from Sandwich, Massachusetts, 
and kept in the family. Brothers Jim and Matt Ellis were 
present at the show with their cousin, Mark Ellis, and 
the three shared the history of the REO Speedwagon. It 
was used by the Sandwich public schools as a school bus

from 1925 to 1935, and picked up children who lived 
more than a mile away from the school. "In that decade, 
it put on 24,000 miles," Jim Ellis said. The Ellis family 
demonstrated the various features of the bus, such as the 
glass windows and in-floor heating that was controlled 
by the engine's temperature, concluding that for its 
time, it was "very progressive." Most buses of that time 
period simply dropped a canvas, rather than use actual 
windows. "It was a neat and comfortable ride for the 
children," Mark Ellis said, adding that the children were 
often farmers, and thus a bus ride was something of a 
treat - they were warm on the ride and going to school, 
which was a "warm place with food." 

The Ellis family explained that their school bus 
has been restored for three years and has been to car 
shows as far away as Tennessee. Once the family got into 
the practice of showing their school bus, they learned 
from historians that their REO Speedwagon might be 
the only one still in existence. The reason for this, Jim 
Ellis explained, was that few people thought to save the 
school buses, and that over the course of history, the 
remaining vehicles were often taken apart to be used for 
their lumber or scrap metal. "It could be destined for the 
Smithsonian," Jim Ellis said of their school bus, which 
still retains its original license plate. 

What people might not realize is that any car 
show like the one in Marion this past weekend takes 
about a year of organization for it to be successful. 
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''There's a lot of little stuff behind the scenes that people 
don't know about that goes into a show like this," 
Mr. Dickerson said. "We had to advertise in journals 
and magazines that [the classic car owners] read." Mr. 
Dickerson also said that he'd go to other car shows in the 
area and drop off posters or flyers. The advertisements 
certainly worked, as some of the classic cars were from as 
far away as New York. 

If you missed this year's car show, don't despair - 
there are four more car cruise nights at Shipyard Park 
in Mattapoisett this summer. The next one is on Friday, 
August 5, from 5:00 to 9:00 pm. And, of course, the classic 
car show will return to Silvershell Beach next summer.

the program. She has opened her home since 1988, and 
stays in touch with the kids she has hosted over the 
years. 

"Fve had many children, including a boy who 
came when he was six. He's 29 now, and we're still in 
touch," she said. 

On why the program has become so important to 
her, Ms. Dubois said she values "just being able to give 
a vacation to a child - and give them the opportunity to 
get out of the city and go fishing, play basketball, play 
whiffle ball, catch fireflies, or just go swimming in the 
backyard. All you have to do is open your home and 
heart, and make them a part of your home," she said. 

Families tend to host the same child over 
consecutive summers, and make the experience an 
anticipated part of their summer. Rochester residents 
Charlene and Christopher Mello - with son Zach and 
daughter Cassandra - have hosted two Fresh Air boys 
over the course of eight years. Bronx resident Terrence 
Anderson, 13, arrived on July 12 to spend his third 
vacation at the Mello household. 

Ms. Mello said that simple activities often are 
all it takes to satisfy Mr. Anderson, and Fresh Air kids 
in general. "We do real simple things... We're a family- 
oriented people, so do lots of cookouts, visits with family 
and friends, and day trips to the beach. He likes to do 
regular day-to-day things... He's very agreeable," she 
said. Also, Ms. Mello said that her children and Mr.

Speaking on why her family decided to volunteer, 
Ms. Mello said, ''We're really trying to find a way to 
give back. We decided to go for it, and it's been great. I 
wouldn't change it for the world." She said the family is 
still in touch with Isaiah, a boy she hosted for five years. 

"We still stay in contact with him, and I'm sure 
we always will. Honestly, we thought we'd be giving 
back. But we've gotten more from it than we've given," 
Ms. Mello said. 

The Santello family in Marion is also a longtime 
volunteer of the Fresh Air program. Although their Fresh 
Air child Jamel of six years unexpectedly could not attend 
this summer due to schooling, Gayle Santello had a lot to 
share about her family's experience with the program. 

"We've had a great time with Fresh Air. We don't 
know who looks forward to it, [Jamel] or us. The summer 
is not going to be the same without him," said Ms. 
Santello, who said her children Chad and Brianna have 
formed a bond with him. 

"He is the first person my son calls on Christmas 
after opening presents. He is like family," she said. 

When Jamel first arrived, she said he had never 
been in a car before nor had visited the zoo. 

Like the Mello family, Ms. Santello said it is often 
the simple activities that Jamel enjoys the most. "The 
thing he loves the most is the fact he can ride his bike 
around here and play in the yard with the dogs. Everyday 
life is exciting for him," she said. 

Ms. Dubois said that the program always is 
looking for new volunteers. Although the number of 
volunteering families has increased, she said many 
children are on a waiting list hoping for a family. "We 
truly believe that a lot more people would do it, but they 
don't know about the program. There are always more 
children. There are children who get turned away because 
there are not enough host families. This is a very nice 
vacation for them, and it doesn't take a lot for anyone to 
give them a vacation," she said.

In small jars, caterpillars are showing signs of 
transforming into chrysalises. With eager young students 
looking on, instructor Bonnie Judge points to the J-Hook 
shape of the caterpillars that indicate that it is growing 
its pupa - the outer skin it develops before morphing 
into winged creatures. The lesson offers the kids a first- 
hand look at the life cycle of a butterfly, which they 
have studied in depth and hand-illustrated to cement 
understanding of the concepts. 

Meanwhile, the students are getting ready to put 
on a performance of "The Very Hungry Caterpillar'' based 
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on the popular Eric Carle book. They have been reading 
many books related to butterflies, and have created 
colorful artwork of the winged insect. 

The class, "The Very Hungry Caterpillar,'' is 
among the many offerings of Old Rochester Regional' s 
innovative summer program. Summer Adventures in 
Learning (SAIL). Unlike traditional courses that zero in 
on a particular discipline, the summer courses bundle 
multiple subjects - such as language arts, math and 
science - into one classroom experience with an added 
dose of fun. 

Elise Frangos, the district's Director of Curriculum 
and Instruction, is the force behind SAIL - which draws 
instructors near and far to teach subjects they have crafted 
to inspire and engage young students. "They've brought 
very creative courses that they have embraced and 
owned. They came with barrels of enthusiasm," she said. 

As part of the teacher recruitment process, 
prospective instructors had to demonstrate their teaching 
ability and show that their course concept could both 
engage youngsters and lead to measurable progress in 
developing critical language, math and science skills. 
Ms. Frangos said that daily and weekly assessments on 
student progress are an integral part to the program. 

"We not only monitor skills, but see if we have 
advanced them to get the students ready for the new 
school year," she said. But the format of combining 
disciplines into one holistic learning experience has 
other benefits, like sparking the imagination, said SAIL 
Director Taylor Wyre. With courses like "Did You Ever 
Think About Becoming a Super Sleuth," "Countries 
Around the World," "Kids Theatre Workshop" and 
"Fun Environmental Science for Kids" - the classes are 
developed to excite the kids from the get-go. 

For these kids, "summer school can be hugely 
exciting or deadly," Ms. Frangos said, noting that SAIL 
was designed to keep learning fun. 

"Most schools don't have courses like Archeology. 
We allow kids to engage the imagination. Learning isn't 
just about sitting and reading - it encompasses everything 
else. . . [The ORR SAIL program] is more kinetic," Mr. 
Wyre added. 
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The SAIL program targets a number of kids - 
some merely looking for enrichment or an additional 
summer activity to special needs and regular students 
in need of an extra boost before the new school year. 
The classes sizes are typically small - ranging from four 
to eight students - although some of the more popular 
courses, like Archeology, are seeing enrollments topping 
20 kids. 

On one typical day in the SAIL program, the 
Super Sleuth class has Instructor Candace Miller-Mitchell 
and the young students in a circle digging up artifacts 
- in this case, plastered footprints - from a mound of 
dirt. On the desks are detective books they are reading 
concurrently with basic lessons on forensic science.

"It's fun, we're having a great time learning 
about fingerprints. We are leaning about arches, whirls 
and loops - Fm learning too! We're all going to be great 
investigators!" said teaching aide Debbie DeChamps. 

In another classroom, a group of boys are making 
fresh popcorn on stovetops as part of their "Chemistry 
and Cooking Class" with instructor Steve DeSouza and 
aide Sue Duncan. Elsewhere, instructor Mark Ponte is 
showing kids how to make a water filter with a two- 
liter bottle, dirt, stones and cotton bolls. "I ask them, 'if 
you were on a stranded island, how would you purify 
water?'" he said. 

In addition to the filters, Mr. Ponte showed the 
kids small experiments in growing plants in plastic wraps 
so the water condenses back onto itself, how to separate 
water from salt, how to make bridges from marshmallows 
and toothpicks, and he soon will teach how to make solar- 
powered ovens made form aluminum (for the purpose of 
making s'mores, of course). 

Many of the teachers, including Ms. Judge 
and Mr. Ponte, are recent graduates of schools and Ms. 
Frangos commented, "As teachers retire, this is a fabulous 
opportunity to explore new potential of teachers for hire." 

Nearby, Instructor Linda Landry-Pies is helping 
kids create props - in particular paper mache yams - 
for the "Kids Theatre Workshop" course. The students 
proactively chose the book Anansi and the Moss-Covered 
Rock to act out. In another classroom, a small group of 
boys and girls are sitting in a circle, sharing their creative 
writing works. The class had students writing memoirs, 
biographies of their classmates and favorite people, and 
articulating what they're learning from the class. 

"In a classroom of eight, [the students] are far 
more inclined to speak. Here we develop 21st century 
speaking skills. If you can't represent ideas, you'll

Inside versus outside cats 

I have a new kitten and I am trying to decide whether to let 
him out or to keeip him as an inside cat. Any thoughts? 
Cats that go outside are exposed to a multitude of dan- 
gers. These include cat fights, cars, coyotes, ticks and 
fleas, heartworms and infectious diseases such as feline 
leukemia virus and feline AIDS. 

What can I do to protect my cat if I decide to let him out? 
Cars, coyotes. Feline AIDS and other cats are best 
avoided by leaving your cat inside. Ticks and fleas can 
be controlled by applying Frontline Top Spot once a 
month.

Rochester Library Takes Food for Fines

The plight of hunger tends to be on the public 
mind around the holidays, but according to Plumb 
Memorial Library Director Gail Roberts - the need to feed 
the hungry remains relevant during all times of the year. 

For that reason, the Plumb Memorial Library 
is kicking off two weeks of a Food for Fines Summer 
Special, which allows patrons with overdue material to 
absolve their late fees with food donations and other 
needed supplies. 

"We found that people really need stuff during 
the summer, which challenged me to do something," said 
Ms. Roberts, who added that the library typically offers 
the food for fines program between Thanksgiving and 
Christmas every year. 

Until July 23, the library is accepting non- 
perishable food for Damien's Pantry, or pet food for local 
area animal shelters, in exchange for the owed fine. The 
library also is accepting plastic shopping bags, which are 
needed at Damien's Pantry. 

Ms. Roberts said that the food and plastic bag 
donations do not cover lost book fees, but does clear out 
any balance for items that are returned too late. "Some 
people take care of a heavy fine with one can of soup," 
he said, but noted that "karma" plays out and folks with 
lighter fines often bring in bundles of food. 

The tradition of Food for Fine is a longstanding 
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one that has been in effect for many years at the Plumb 
library The recipient - Damien's Pantry - was founded in 
1992 to serve the poor in the greater Wareham and New 
Bedford area. It is located on Cranberry Highway in East 
Wareham. 

"It's just a way to help out the local food pantry in 
the summer when they need it/' she said.

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small cottages, built to house families of the members of 
the Tremont Advent Christian Campmeeting Association, 
who come to "Marion by the Sea" each summer to 
worship and socialize. 

Next week, TACCA, as it's known, will celebrate 
its 150th anniversary as a congregation. The celebration 
runs from Sunday, July 24 through Sunday, July 31 and 
will include guest Evangelists Rev. Ron Thomas and Rev. 
Clinton Taber and four concerts featuring traditional 
southern and contemporary gospel singing groups 
including 4 Men for Christ, The Envoys, The Campbells 
and Wes Ross. 

Prior to setting up camp in Marion in 1905, the 
group had a campmeeting site in Tremont, a part of 
Wareham, which began in 1861. A devastating fire in 1905 
destroyed the Tremont campmeeting site along with the 
groves of trees surrounding the buildings. 

After the fire, a committee was formed and 
they decided to look for another site and found one in 
Lakeville and another in Marion on Hammett's Cove. At 
a meeting on May 23, 1905, minutes included the passage, 
"The Marion grounds seemed more favorable to us; it was 
more reasonable in price and more accessible, and being 
by the salt water seemed a reason to choose Marion..." 
Although the group relocated to Marion, they kept the 
Tremont name. 

The idea of holding an open-air worship service, 
in a forest or wooded area, harkens back to an earlier 
time. The idea of campmeeting is to gather together 
outdoors for a series of religious services and bible study 
for a number of days, with attendees setting up tents and 
camping around the area in the woods where the services 
take place. Over time, small houses were built, some only 
350 square feet, for house families and relatives who come 
to campmeeting. 

"Fve been lucky enough to have been of service 
to the church, " said David Robinson, President of 
TACCA. "I was baptized and married here at the Marion 
Campmeeting and it's important that the ministry survive 
and grow," said Mr. Robinson. Mr. Robinson is the fifth 
generation to come to campmeeting in Marion. 

"I met my wife here... she was originally 
from Marion and our children are here now too. Our 
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daughter is a camp counselor and our son is a counselor 
in training/' said Mr. Robinson. The organization offers 
a youth camp for four weeks each July: two weeks for 
ages 8-12 followed by two weeks for ages 12 -17 years of 
age. Bible study, worship, family time, singing, fishing, 
swimming, boating and socializing are on the menu. 

The 11-acre campground contains a tabernacle, 
where members worship, a full kitchen and dining hall, 
fellowship hall, large gazebo, restrooms with showers, 
bunkhouse dormitories for campers, a camp store, a town 
beach with kayaks, boats and fishing gear and a ball field. 

"My husband was a former treasurer and I was 
a cook for many years,'' said Phyllis Berdos as she sat on 
her tiny front porch, looking out over the cove. "We've 
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been involved up to our noses and wouldn't have it any 
other way," said Ms. Berdos who has recently co-authored 
a book, TACCA, An Illustrated Historical Sketch, on the 
history of the organization. Ms. Berdos said that her 
parents met at the campmeeting and the cottage has been 
handed down over the years, generation to generation. 

The "Advent'' in the organization's name signifies 
the coming of Jesus Christ for the second time. Their 
Statement of Mission is: We, as a body of people, believe 
in salvation through Jesus Christ and that, because of that 
belief, we have the duty to bring others to accept Jesus 
Christ as their personal Savior This organization has been 
formed for, and is dedicated to that purpose. 

All TACCA worship services and celebration 
week activities are open to the public and all are welcome.

Tabor Violates BOH Cease and Desist 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A group of concerned Marion residents, 
including members of the Marion planning board, 
crowded into the Town House conference room on July 
19 to discuss ongoing issues with Tabor Academy's field 
construction, which has continued despite cease and 
desist orders placed by both the Building Commissioner 
and the Board of Health (BOH). 

In the prior week, the Board had conducted an 
emergency meeting to seek an injunction with the state 
court to stop Tabor's work off Front Street, which would 
include new "crumb rubber" turf, lights, a backstop and 
a dugout. Judge Piper of the Massachusetts Land Court 
had ruled that the turf work could continue, but despite 
Tabor's exemption claims, the educational institution 
would be subject to site plan review requirements for the 
rest of the seven-acre project. 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said that since 
that state decision, the Board of Health had also issued a

cease and desist order "based on assertion that the plans 
were not properly reviewed under Marion bylaw health 
regulations... and sub-surface drainage... [Tabor] did not 
cease work/' said Mr. Dawson. 'They continued.'' 

Mr. Dawson said that he then spoke with the 
chairman of the Conservation Commission (ConCom), 
Sherman Briggs, to discuss the possibility of holding an 
emergency meeting to discuss the possibility that Tabor 
had violated the terms of their order of conditions, which 
had been granted by ConCom. ConCom opted to not 
hold the emergency meeting he said, choosing to discuss 
the matter at their upcoming meeting scheduled for 
Wednesday, July 27. 

"I think this will take an order of the court or 
some kind of settlement agreement," said Mr. Dawson. 

Residents spoke to rumors that Tabor's work 
would require Front Street road closure next month, 
and that alleged ConCom violations were not properly 
reviewed for the velocity zone. 

"A request [to close Front Street] was made, but it 
was very quickly withdrawn," said Mr. Dawson. 

Ultimately, the Board did not act on the agenda 
item. Showing reticence on several aspects of the ongoing 
dilemma, the Board members expressed that they wanted 
to discuss the matter further in the scheduled executive 
session. Mr. Dawson said that the larger work items, like 
the dugout, lights and backstop, would likely require a 
site review from either the planning board or the zoning 
board of appeals (ZBA). A ZBA public hearing for the 
lights is scheduled for Thursday, July 28 at 7:00 pm. 

Under appointments, the Board met with Ron 
Winters, sole remaining member of a Washburn Park trust 
committee. The Board met with Mr. Winters to discuss the 
future of the trust, and to determine if the trust would be 
dissolved or reconstituted. 

"The composition of the trust has been 
diminishing over the years," said Select Board Chairman 
Jonathan Henry. "The trust will have to be reconstituted. 
The only person who can do that is itself." 

Among the topics that the Board hoped that the 
trust would address were land use perimeters, access 
issues, permits and insurance. They hoped that the town

The history of the Beverly Yacht Club will be 
the topic of discussion on July 26, as local historian Judy 
Rosbe shares images and tales of the Club's illustrious 
past. Sponsored by the Sippican Historical Society, the 
presentation will be held at Marion's Music Hall at 7:00 
pm, and is free to the public. 

The BYC is one of the oldest yacht clubs in 
America, founded 139 years ago by Edward and Walter 
Burgess. Upset that Marblehead's Eastern Yacht Club 
refused to recognize yachts under 30 feet in length on 
the waterline for the races that they held, the two young 
men decided to form their own club. Beverly Yacht Club's 
first regatta was held on June 22, 1872, and included 11 
boats, 10 catboats and a sloop. Though without a fixed 
"home" for its first 23 years, in 1895, the Club leased its 
first clubhouse, on Wing's Neck in Bourne, and moved its 
permanent home to Marion in 1913. 

Ms. Rosbe is a longtime Marion resident and the 
author of five books pertaining to Marion history: Images 
of America: Marion, Maritime Marion, Images of America: 
Beverly Yacht Club, Images of America: Marion Art Center 
and Marion in the Golden Age.

She was 
twirling the straw, refusing to sit, goofing around. This 
wasn't going to end well. 

"Hazel, for the last time-" And then it 
happened.

The Woman. Starring Angela Bettis and PoUyanna 
Mcintosh. Directed by Lucky McKee. Running time: 100 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. Coming soon to select theaters 
and video-on-demand. 

After the Sundance screening last January of Lucky 
McKee 's The Woman, a man stood up and denounced the film, 
saying that it should be banned and burned. In other words, 
intentionally or not, the man was saying that the movie works, 
and does what a horror movie is supposed to do, which, last 
time I checked, is to horrify. The Woman isn't nonstop gore 
and violence — there's some, largely towards the end, but for 
the most part the moments of grue are carefully parceled out. 
The true horror in the film is what people are capable of doing 
to other people, under the guise of being model citizens. The 
monster here is not a masked slasher but an amiable- seeming 
husband and father of three, with a respectable job and a well- 
kept house. The house, of course, is out in the boonies where 
nobody's watching. 

This character, Chris Cleek (a powerhouse 
performance by Sean Bridgers), is the most contemptible excuse 
for a man I've seen in a movie in years. Even before the horrors 
start, we can see that he's got his family under his thumb, 
and that he's raising his only son (Zach Rand) to be a callous 
sociopath just like Dad. His wife (Angela Bettis, who wowed 
horror fans in McKee 's debut May) has seen a lot but chooses to 
say nothing. His older daughter (Lauren Ashley Carter) seems 
hunched over with the weight of awful secrets in her stomach. 
This is a grim family even before Chris discovers the Woman 
(Pollyanna Mcintosh) out in the woods. She is feral, filthy, 
covered in a mix of blood from herself and from her animal 
prey. Chris checks her out, then makes a decision. She'll do. 

The Woman spends most of the film painfully tied 
up in the cellar, and she becomes a lightning rod for whatever 
raw emotions the family members are feeling; she represents 
primitivism, cutting through the crap and the repression of the 
household's breakdown of civilization. In a way, she's like 
Clint Eastwood's anti-hero in High Plains Drifter, kicking up 
the dust that has settled over the lies. Terrible things are done 




to the Woman, but McKee doesn't rub our faces in it; I'd say a 
good 90% of the film is admirably restrained in terms of what 
it makes us look at. It works by suggestion, metaphor, and 
emotional violence, the very notion of cruelty. 

Why, then, did that man rise and scream about the 
film? Because, again emotionally, it takes us where few 
horror films do. It does not show you disgusting things in 
order to prove how disgusting those things are. It shows 
you a disgusting situation that many of us have experienced 
or witnessed helplessly — the abused, frightened wife, the 
terrorized children, the smug, entitled husband who knows he 
can get away with anything because he always has. McKee is 
not saying that all men are like this, any more than he's saying 
that all women are like the Woman. It helps to know that the 
Woman has been around before, in two novels by this film's co- 
writer Jack Ketchum, about a cannibal clan. The Woman is one 
of them, and in this stand-alone story she gets waylaid by Chris 
Cleek and learns that there's an even sicker family than the one 
she ran with. 

McKee takes his time; there are many sobering fades 
to black. Cinematically, he keeps us on edge right from the 
start. There's a wince-inducing moment when Chris fires a gun 
near the Woman's ear, and the soundtrack drops out except for 
a high-pitched whine. Most of the violence is impressionistic, 
as if the movie were averting its own gaze; but when we need 
catharsis at the end, McKee brings it. This is a serious-minded 
horror film with a quietly intense performance by Pollyanna 
Mcintosh as the Woman, who can't speak English but seems 
to possess an almost ancient understanding, a primal, atavistic, 
resigned awareness of what The Man is built to do to The 
Woman. She, of course, is from a primitive cannibal family, 
where gender relations haven't evolved much. But what's 
everyone else's excuse?
